Newsome danced a pas Styrien on two horses; and the well-tutored 
palfrey, Taglioni, went through its various lessons with the docility of a 
dog. The entertainments concluded with new tableaux, equestrian, 
human, and pictorial, representing some of the scenes of Napoleon’s 
career, his exile, and his burial, with a finale of the Battle of Waterloo. 
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These tableaux were got up for the 18th of June, but they. are more 
calculated for a Napoleon celebration, and form the least attractive part 
of thé entertainments, which are in other respects capitally got up. The 
business of the performance is managed skilfully and without the least 
delay.
